“to a dying 
friend,” 
Papers including a railroad certi­ 
ficate, a grocery bill, a bill of lading 
for furniture and sim ilar articles were 
also found. 
Win. Hightower, a mechanic, fur­ 
nished the clue which led to the dis­ 
covery and guided the searchers, com­ 
posed of himself, Chief of Police O’­ 
Brien of 
San Francisco, 
Constable 
Lawrence Dennis of Colma and three 
new spaper men to the grave. 
H ightower had found the grave first 
through a story told him by a woman 
known as Dolly Morris of Salt Lake 
City, whose 
suspicions 
had 
been 
aroused by the disconnected story of 
a foreigner who had called upon her. 
“ Y’ou better be afraid of this 
gun," 
the foreigner had said. 
“ It has killed 
a man. 
But he is not alone. 
Beside 
» his grave sits a man frying pancakes.” 
Hightower found the grave within 
the sight of a sign familiar in the west, 
picturing a desert rat fry in g pancakes 
over a fire.

The state executive, while awaiting 
trial on charges of misuse of millions 
of the state's money, was making a r ­ 
rangem ents “to exhibit to public view 
all of the ramifications of protecting 
vice and crime supplem enting to my 
prosecution,’’ he said.* 
The first offensive blow directed by 
the governor’s staff is expected to fall 
on' Sheriff Mester who arrested the 
executive. 
Governor Small

ed great bitterness because the sheriff 
refused to accept bond at the govern­ 
ment mansion, but paraded him “thru 
a mob that waited to jeer and insult 
the governor.” 
Fred Mortimer, states attorney, who 
conducted the grand jury probe is also 
expected to be the object of attack by 
the governor’s forces.

This was the gist of the message 
sent today through the United Press 
to soldier veterans by Col. ('has. It. 
Fofbes, director of the new veteran's 
bureau. 
In his first official pronunciation 
since taking office, Col. Forbes laid 
down three cardinal principles. 
That 
it is the duty of the government not 
only to equip a disabled soldier to 
m ake the hest living In the highest 
profession of which he is capable; that 
responsibility of this duty toward Its 
soldier claim ants can not he delegat­ 
ed to private persons; that disabled 
soldiers are wards of the government 
and as such m ust be and will be pro­ 
tected.

ten days aud will visit each of six 
hundred institutions now caring for 
veterans. 
T he result of his personal 
investigation will decide what places 
are to he d o sed up. which is to be 
cleaned up, and those which will he 
pronounced “fit homes for heroes.’’

Strange as it p a y Seem, a period of 
chilling is ii general requirement of 
northern 
plants. 
Ripe 
blia-t»erries 
were gathered in February, March and 
April in Hie greenhouses of the United 
States Department of Agriculture us a 
result of experiments in the stim ula­ 
tion of plant growth by a period of 
chilling. 
Those plants were of the 
large hybrids, developed from 
wild 
blueberries through IO years of selec­ 
tion and breeding. The largest berries 
reached a diameter over th r e e quarters 
of an inch. 
At various times from 
m idsummer to autumn I lie plants were 
placed 
in 
gloat 
fram es 
artificially 
chiliad. 
After two or three m ouths’ 
chilling, they 
were brought into a 
greenhouse and begun growing and 
flowering at once, while similar plants 
Malt hail not bown through the chilling 
period continued dormant in the green­ 
house. It lins only recently been dis­ 
covered that a period of chilling pro­ 
duces such beneficial results,—X. Y.

Washington.—There has Ii* t*n COB* 
sldernhlc interest in 
Washington In 
the whislier In adm inistration circles 
that MnJ. Hen. Leonard Wood, now In 
tile Philippines on inquiry lieut, may 
once more be asked to take the gov­ 
ernor generalship of the Islands, and 
that possibly lie may accept it. 
The country lins understood that 
General Wood already has accepted 
the place of provost of the University 
of Pennsylvania. 
It is possible that 
he lins iud committed himself wholly 
In this mutter, and lf Ii*’ should change 
his mind, or, rather, lf he feels that 
ho can change It, Ids friends say that 
the action will he due to things that 
he finds he lins lea rood in the Philip­ 
pines and to pressure which hits been 
brought to boar upon him to under­ 
take the Philippines duty. 
The conception of tho Wood-Forbes 
mission to the Philippines was curious. 
There is not th** slightest doubt that 
the administration, or rather tin* War 
department, which Is th** annie thing 
Iii tills ens**, knew everything Dint was 
going on in tin* Philippines, and really 
needed no report even from such a 
deep student of affairs as Hic general. 
Tin* word is that the adm inistration 
wanted something which It could tint 
forward definitely as th e basis of fu­ 
ture dealings with the Filipinos, and 
that rath e r than Use th** documents 
and informa th*) already In tho hands 
of the W ar department, it conoladed 
that what it intended to do In th** Is­ 
lands would he bettor received when 
based on a new report. 
Bureau Undoubtedly Knew. 
There is a bureau of Insular affairs 
functioning In Washington. 
It Is ii 
stabilized bureau and for years It has 
ls‘cn doing executive work. 
IfnJ. Gen. 
Clarence It. Bd w ards w as for years 
Its chief and bls first assistant was 
Frank McIntyre, now a m ajor general 
and the successor of Edw ards in the 
Insular 
bureau. 
W hile 
the bureau 
could not play politics, nor even in a 
way play policy, it unquestionably Im 
believed that under the recent admin­ 
istration not only th** bent of mind 
of th*' President, hut tho feelings of 
the Filipinos themselves 1***1 to the 
general belief th at the government's 
w ards had expected independence and 
that almost instantly. 
It is said by the opponents of grant­ 
ing such liberty that there never has 
been a belief among th e men who real­ 
ly know about Philippine affairs that 
the Islands are yet lilted for Inde­ 
pendence. 
It Is asserted that Idealism 
and a “self-dot erminatlonisin" figured 
in the m atter of a form er presidential 
suggestion th a t the Filipinos should be 
given their liberty and figured also In 
the movements mad** In th*' Islands 
to bring about liberation. 
When 
the 
present 
administration 
came Into power it probably was told 
bluntly by some of the ofilclnls that 
the “Little Brown Brother” of former 
President Tnft is not at the advanced 
stage of citizen ship and executive abil­ 
ity which will make him fit for the 
job of self-government. 
It readily can be seen th at if Gen­ 
eral Wood and W. Cameron Forbes 
lint! not been sent to the Philippines on 
a mission, th** adm inistration would 
have been compelled to net on infor­ 
mation which tile W ar departm ent al­ 
ready possessed, but which it would be 
charged 
came 
from 
prejudiced 
sources, although the sources hardly 
can be conceived as prejudiced, be­ 
cause the W ar departm ent’s American 
guardians of the Filipino brother ai 
ways have been fair to him. 
Filipinos W ant Wood. 
Now it is held that General Wood 
Is the only man who, because of the 
feeling of respect which the Filipinos 
have for him, will be able as governor 
general to carry out the adm lnlstra 
tion’s policy o f deferring the day of 
freedom. 
The w o rd Is that the Fill 
P in o s themselves w ant General Wood, 
and yet they m ust know w hat this 
will m e a n to their hopes for instant 
liberation from the binding tie. 
From 
outward 
appearances 
there 


was every ronton to l»*dlev«* when this 
adm inistration took office that It was 
not over keen to do anything for Gen* 
cia I Wood. 
perhaps th** President 
himself was willing to do something, 
mn! one m n put this stronger than by 
qualifying 
It 
with a “perhaps,” hut 
Hi* re were Influences at work which 
were powerful bt preventing lite ofr**r 
of any It!"Ii recognition by th** admin­ 
istration. 
There ar** presumably what may be 
rn!!***! diplomatic reasons why flu* ad­ 
m inistration does not think It wise 
that the Filipinos should be given their 
fro od'tm, Just as there ar**, It Is said, 
reasons which are more personal to 
tin* Filipinos themselves, 
Th** island*. 
are a bigger problem today than they 
have been 
at

time 
since

United States took them over.

dent should say to bim, “ Here Is your 
duty, go to it,” fie would go to it.

Washington.—Thoro has hern con- 
aldern hie Interest in Washington In 
the whisper In administration circles 
that MaJ. (Jon. Leonard Wood, now In 
the Philippines on Inquiry lieut, may 
once more lie asked to take the gov­ 
ernor generalship of the Islands, and 
that possibly lie may accept It. 
The country has understood that 
General Wood already has accepted 
the plnce of provost of the University 
of Pennsylvania. 
It Is possible I hat 
he has not committed himself wholly 
In this matter, and if he should change 
his mind, or, rather, lf he feels that 
ho can change It, his friends say that 
the action will he due to things that 
he feels he has learned In the Philip* 
pities and to pressure which has been 
brought to hear upon him to under­ 
take the Philippines duty. 
The conception of the Wood-Ferlies 
mission to the Philippines was curious. 
There Is not the slightest doubt that 
tho administration, or rather the War 
department, which is the same thing 
In this case, knew everything Hint was 
going on in the Philippines, and really 
needed no report even from such a 
deep student of affairs as the general. 
The word Is that tin* administration 
wanted something which It could put 
forward definitely as tin* basis of fu­ 
ture dealings with the Filipinos, and 
that rattier than use the documents 
and Information already In tile hands 
of the War department, It concluded 
that what It intended to do In the Is­ 
lands would lie better received when 
based on a new report. 
Bureau Undoubtedly Knew. 
There is a bureau of Insular affairs 
functioning In Washington. 
It Is a 
Stabilized bureau and for years It bas 
been doing executive work. 
MaJ. Gen. 
Florence It. E dwards was for years 
Its chief and Ilia first assistant was 
Frank McIntyre, now a major general 
and the successor of Edwards In the 
Insular bureau. 
While the bureau 
could not play politics, nor even In a 
way play policy, It unquestionably Is 
believed that under the recent admin­ 
istration not only the I tent of mind 
of Hie President, but tin* feelings of 
the Filipinos themselves led to tho 
general belief flint the government’s 
wards had experted Independence and 
that almost Instantly. 
It Is said by tin* opponents of grnnt- 
Ing such liberty that there never has 
been a belief among tile men who real­ 
ly know about Philippine affairs that 
the islands are yet fitted for Inde­ 
pendence. 
It Is asserted that Idealism 
and a “aelf-detennlnationian*” figured 
In the m atter of a former presidential 
suggestion that the Filipinos should he 
given their liberty and figured also In 
the movements made In the islands 
to bring about liberation. 
When the present 
administration 
came Into power if probably was told 
bluntly by some of the officials that 
the ‘‘Little Brown Brother’* of former 
President Taft Is not at the advanced 
stage of citizenship and executive abil­ 
ity which will make him fit for the 
Job of self-government. 
It readily can be seen that lf Gen­ 
eral Wood and W. Cameron Forbes 
find not been sent to tile Philippines on 
a mission, tile administration would 
have been compelled to act on infor­ 
mation which the W ar department al­ 
ready possessed, but which it would be 
charged 
came 
from 
prejudiced 
sources, although the sources hardly 
can be conceived us prejudiced, be­ 
cause the W ar departm ent’s American 
guardians of the Filipino brother al­ 
ways have been fair to him. 
Filipinos Want Wood. 
Now it Is held that General Wood 
Is the only man who, because of the 
feeling of respect which the Filipinos 
have for him, will In* able as governor 
general to curry out the admlnlstra 
tion’a policy of deferring the day of 
freedom. 
The word Is that the HH 
Pinos themselves want General Wood, 
and yet they must know what tills 
will mean to their hopes for Instant 
liberation from the binding tie.

outward 
appearances 
there 


was every reason to believe when tills 
administration took office that if was 
not over keen to do anything for Gen­ 
eral Wood. 
Perhaps the President 
himself was willing to do something, 
aud one ran put this stronger than by 
qualifying 
It with a “perhaps,” hut 
there were Influences at work which 
were powerful in preventing the offer 
of any high recognition by the admin­ 
istration. 
There are presumably what may be 
called diplomatic reasons why the ad­ 
ministration does not think It wise 
that the Filipinos should be given their 
freedom, Just as there are, it is said, 
reasons which are more persona! to 
the Filipinos themselves.
